Avalanche of Protests. 
Dismay, confusion 
and 
vigorous

in the protests of business men. That 
the country does not believe the need 
exists for the drastic step Is plainly 
evidenced 
Unprecedented numbers of 
telegrams flooded tin* W hite House 
protesting, demanding revocation of 
the order, calling for Dr. Garfield’s re 
nioval from office, ami pointing out 
Hie dangers, nationally and interna 
Bonally, of throwing 
the 
economic 
statu* of the country into a furore. 


Claims Authority. 
Charges that 
Mr. 
Garfield 
had 
usurped powers he does not possess 
Were heard from all points, including 
both Houses of Congress. 
To these 
the fuel administration replied that 
under the Lever bill and priority pow­ 
ers, authority Is g r a n te d for restrict­ 
ing fuel, the measures providing pow 
prs to stop shipments of fuel to any 
consumer who fails to obey govern­ 
ment mandates. 


Government Confused. 
Tile war government itself was con­ 
fused as to tile scope of the Garfield 
irder. Hasty conferences between Mr 
Garfield and shipping hoard officials 
resulted iii the declaration that some 
plants 
among them Hie 
fabricating 
•deel plants, will close. 
There will lie 
no delay In the shipping program, how 
•ver. because sufficient supplies a n ­ 
nuli en route to yards to supply all 
Jemands. 


Explains Monday Order. 
Hundreds of questions revealed 
un 
“dearness of the order to thousands of 
rommunitie* affected. 
Tin* Monday 
holiday 
order 
lins 
•aimed general confusion throughout 
the country. 
This order. Mr. Garfield explained 
today, affects only the Eastern half of 
'he I nitial States, but fuel adnitnistra 
tors In the Western states have 
the 
power to enforce the Monday holiday 
there also. 


Must Rely on Newspapers. 
For the time being all must rely on 
•ewspapers for information, and de 
tailed orders will lie sent out as soon 
as possible, Mr. Garfield said 
He w ill 
issue, probably during 
the day, 
a 
public appeal to employers to continue 
the pay of their employes during the 
time they are idle because of tho fuel 
irder. 
Tin1 government has no power 
to enforce this request, but will call 
m employers to take the step as a pa­ 
triotic duty. 


Would Protect Labor. 
A request that labor lie not allowed 
to suffer during the five days or sub 
sequent Monday* affected by the dras­ 
tic fuel order was made by Fuel Ad 
ministrator Garfield, who sent a tele 
gram to John I*. W hite of the United 
Mine W orkers of America saying: 
•’Please state that orders closing in 
dustries for live days will not slow 
down mines. 
I am making provision 
for that and also include in my appeal 
request that labor be not allowed 
to 
suffer during the five days or subse 
quest Mondays affected by the ordhr. 
I feel confident the great mass of em­ 
ployers throughout the country will re 
nard this as a necessary incident of 
the war to be borne by them and not 
shifted to labor.” 


Government to Buy Coal. 
Under a pryxislon it was decided to 
insert 
in the order the government 
will become tile purchaser of virtually 
all coal produced in the five-day dos 
lug period. 
Mines producing coal under contract 
to industries which will be closed will 
tie directed to turn their output over 
to state fuel administrators under bill 
of lading attached. 
The Treasury de 
partrnent will set aside $25,000,000 tor 
the purchase of this coal.

“ B y hostages are understood those 
persons who, as hocucity or bail for 
tile fulfillment of treaties, promises, or 
other claims, are taken or detained by 
Hie opposing state or Its army. 
Their 
provision has been less usual In re­ 
cent wars, as a result of which some 
professors of the law of nations have 
wrongly decided that the taking 
of 
hostages 
bas disappeared 
from 
the 
practice of civilized nations.

. 
“ A new application of 'hostage right’ 
was practiced by the German staff in 
the war of I STH. when It compelled 
leading citizens from 
French 
towns 
and villages to accompany trains and 
locomotives in order to protect the 
railway communications which were 
threatened by tile people. 
Since tin* 
lives of peaceable inhabitants were, 
without any fault on their part, there­ 
by exposed to 
grave 
danger, 
every 
writer outside Germany lins stigma­ 
tized this measure as contrary to tin* 
law of nations and as unjustified to­ 
wards tile Inhabitants of the country." 
Clung to Frightfulness. 
Although their deeds in the Franco- 
l ’nissiaii war had 
been 
universally 
condemned, as they themselves adm it­ 
ted. the leaders did 
not 
intend 
to 
abandon such a 
useful 
measure 
of 
frightfulness. 
In 
LTtiterprete 
M in­ 
tage the forms were provided fur such 
acts In the next war. 
Both in Belgium 
and In France the Germans have con­ 
stantly used hostages. 
Tile evidence I 
Is contained In the proclamations of 
tie* governing authorities and also In 
the diaries of the German soldiers.

few examples from these will illus­ 
trate tile system which Mas employed. 
A specimen of tin* arbitrariness and 
cruelty Is furnished by the proclama­ 
tion of Major Dieekmann. from which 
the following sections are presenter!:

‘‘In order to lie sure that flu* above­ 
mentioned permit will not tie abused, 
the burgomasters of Beyno-Hetisay ami 
of Grlvegnce must immediately pre 
pare !l*«fs of prominent persons Mho 
will be held as hostages for LM hours 
each at Fort Fleron. 
September (I, 
1014. for the fir*-t time (tin* period of 
detention shall bel from <1 p. in. until 
September 7 at midday. 
"T h e life of these hostages depends 
on the population of the above-men­ 
tioned communes remaining quiet un­ 
der all circumstances, 
"During the night it Is severely for­ 
bidden to show any luminous signals. 
Bicycles an- permitted only between 7 
a. in. and 5 p. m. (Germ an time). 
"From tin* list which Is submitted to 
me I shall designate prominent per­ 
sons vi ho shall Im* hostages /rom noon 
of one day until the following midday. 
If the substitute is not there In rim* 
time. the hostage must remain anoth­ 
er 24 hours at the fort. 
After these 
24 hours the hostage w ill Incur the 
penalty of death, lf the substitute fails 
to appear. 
"Priests, burgomasters, nnd the oth­ 
er members of the council are to la* 
taken first as hostages. 
" I Insist that nil civilian* who move

Beneath

proclamation 
there 
wen* posted the names of HI hostages 
nod a statement that others had also 
been seized as hostages. 
The lives of 
all 
these 
men 
depended

upon Hp * Interpretation which th** Ger­ 
man m ilitary authorities might give to 
th** elastic phrase, “ the least disorder.” 
In the proclamation. 
Hugh Gibson, In a Journal from our 
Legation In Belgium, page is*, explains 
what Mas likely to happen: 
"Another thing Is. that on entering 
a town. they hold Ha* burgomaster, the 
proeureur du rol. and other authorities 
as hostages to insure rood behavior bv 
the population. 
Of course, til** hood­ 
lum class would like nothing better 
than to sec their natural enemies, tip* 
defenders of law and order, Ignomini­ 
ously shot, and they do not restrain 
themselves a bit on account of tho 
hostages." 
Diary of Bombardier Wetzel. 
"Aug. 8th. 
First tight nnd set fire 
ii several villages. 
"Aug. 9th. 
Returned to old quar­ 
ters; then* we searched all tip* houses 
nnd shot th** mayor nnd shot one man 
down from the chimney pot, and then 
we again set fir** to the village. 
"O n tin* 18th August Letalle (? ) cap­ 
tured IO nam with three priests be­ 
cause they have shot down from tho 
church tower. They were brought Into 
tho village of Ste. Marie. 
"Get. nth. 
W e were In quarters in 
the evening at Willeknmtn. Lieutenant 
Rndfels was quartered In the mayor’s 
house mid there had 
two 
prisoners 
(fled together) on a short whip, and In 
ease anything happened they wore to 
Im* killed. 
“ Ort. lith . 
W e had no fight, but we 
•-aught about 20 men nnd shot them.

The Germans also 
found It con­ 
venient on many occasions to secure 
civilian*, both men nnd women, who 
could b<* forced to march or stntul in 
front of th** troop*. so that tho country 
men of the civilians would be com­ 
pelled first to kill their own people lf 
they 
resisted 
the 
Germans. 
This 
usage is illustrated In the following: 


Letter of Lieutenant Eberlein. 
"October 7. 1914. 
“ But we arrested three other civil­ 
ians. HIH I then I had s brilliant idea. 
We gave them chairs, and we then or­ 
dered them to go and sit nut In the 
middle of the street. 
On their part, 
pitiful entreaties; on ours, a few blows 
from the butt end of the rifle. 
Little 
by little one become* terribly callous 
at this business. 
At Inst they wore 
ail seated outside in the street. 
I do 
not know what anguished prayer* they 
may have said hut I noticed that their 
hand* were convulsively clasped the 
whole time, I pitied these fellows, hut 
the method was Immediately effective. 
"T h e flank 
(Ire from 
the 
houses 
quickly diminished, so that we were 
able to occupy the opposite house ami 
thus to dominate the principal street. 
Every living being who showed himself 
In the street wa* shot. 
The artillery 
on its side had done good work all this 
time, and when, toward seven o'clock 
in the evening, the brigade advanced 
to the assault to relieve us I wa* lr 
a position to report that Saint Die 
had been cleared of the enemy. 
"I.a tcr on I learned that the regi­ 
ment of reserve* which entered Saint 
Die further to the north had tried the 
same experiment. 
The four civilians 
whom they had compelled In the same 
May to sit out 
In 
the 
street 
were 
killed by French bullets. 
I myself saw 
them lying in the middle of the street 
lea r the hospital.
